Gramrnar ứx is is a textbook for intermediate students of English who necd to study and 
practice ứsing the grammar of the languagc. Ì† can be used as ä classroom texi or for 
sclf-study. ï1 will be especially useful ìn cases where, in the teacher's view, existing oourse 
materials do noi provide zdcquate Coverage of grammar, 


Lavel ậ 

The book ìs intended mainly [or intermediate students ( that is, students who have 
aircady studied the basic structures of English). Ít concemrrates on those structures whịch 
íntermediate students want to use but which often cause đifficuHy. The book will 
probably be most useful at míddie- and upper- intermediate lewels( where all or nearly all 
of the material will be relevant), and can serve both as a basíc for review and as 4 means 
Of praticing new material. The book will also be usefu] for more advanced students who 
sti]l make a lơi Of grammatical mistakes and who need a hook for reference and pratice. 


The book is not intended to be used by beginning-level students. 


How the book is organized 


'The book consists of 124 units, each of whích concentraies on ä particular point of 
£rammar. Some areas ( for example, the present perfect or the use of articles) are 
cœvcrcd in more than one unit. la cach unit there are explanations and exampies (left 
hand page) and cxercises( right-hand page), except for ỦỨnit 112, whìch is a double unit. 
At the beginning of the book the Corwents pages provide a full list of units, and there ¡s ä 
đetailed #nder at the end for easy reference. 


There are also four .4pperẩiœs at the end of the bœok: Ý List of Present anđ Past 
Tenses, "Regular and Irregular Verbs.”Spelling," and "Short Forms." Ït mipht be uscful 
for the teacher to draw students atiention to these, 


Using the book 


Ít is certainly not intended that anyone should work through this book from beginning to 
cnd. Ít is [or the teacher to decide what to ieach and ín what order to teach it, so the 
book is hẹst used selectively and flexibly. 


The book can be used with the whole class or with individual students. When using the 
book with the whole class, iL is suggested that teachers teách the grammar points 
Concerned in whatever way they wan(. In this case the Ìef-hand page is not used actively 
during the lesson but serves as a record of what has been taughi and can be referred to 

by the stuđent in the future. The cxercises can then be đone in class or as homework. 
Alternauively (and addiuonalfy), indviđual students can be đirected to study certain units 
of the book by themselves if they have particular diffculties not shared ty other siudents .
